He 
died at 3 o'clock the following morning, with- 
out having regained consciousness. 

The day was sumewhat windy and I advised 
bim to walt, which he did, but afterwards 
Started (too soon in my opinion) from the far 
end of the field. He had to pass through some 
bad eddys, also to climb through some downward 
air currents which were caused by the proxim 


ity of hills His machine would not climb 
rapidly. and getting into a bad eddy his ma 
chine sideslipped, crashing nose first to the 


ground from a beight of about 50 feet. 

Joe had a great many friends everywhere. 
His humor and his jovial way won him a place 
everywhere he went I personally had occasion 
to know him very well and therefore felt his 
loss exceedingly,

New Policies and Original Ideas Being Put Into Effect By Monster Film Company Insure Exhibitors 
the Opportunity of Securing Graded Film Service Hereafter—Many of World’s Greatest 
Dramatic Stars To Have Their Stage Triumphs Perpetuated in Moving Pictures 


The inevitable has come. The mo- 
tion picture industry has reached the 
stage where the exhibitor can select 
a show which is in keeping with the 
tastes of his audience and the class 
generally of his patrons. 

It has been a problem for some 
time with exhibitors to secure any se-

Not only is the price of rental on 
the Famous Players productions pro- 
hibitive to the small exhibitor, but 
the company actually forbids the ex- 
hibition of its films in small or sec- 
ond-rate theatres, thus protecting the 
larger houses from a repetition of 
program. 

The film business 
the same basis as 
of the theatrical 


is thus put on 
the dramatic end 
business. The $2 
show, the $1 show and the lower- 
priced show now find their counter- 
part in the $1 picture show, the 10c, 


20c and 30c exhibition and _ the 
Straight 5 or 10c house. 
It is indeed an amazing fact that 


the better class of picture houses has 
been adopted so universally when no 
definite program could be obtained 
for exhibition. There has been little 
to attract capital toward the large 
moving picture theatre enterprises 
when small investors could reap the 
same profits, or nearly the same, by 
giving the same, identical show the 
larger house offered. Of course, fea- 
ture films of all kinds helped to make 
a distinction between the _ picture 
theatres, but there was no definite 
supply of these, and there never has 
been any sort of arrangement made 
for booking the features. Another 
thing, the previous features were of 
sensational value only in many in- 
stances or contained some special ad- 
vertising feature which incurred no 
inherent worth in the film. 

Of the few feature films which 
have been of high order and some 
played with prominent stars in lead- 
ing roles, none has been a part of a 
regular program, and each exhibitor, 
when approached for booking, could 
not be impressed with the fact that 
the agent had any reputation at stake 
or that he was going to do anything 
but get the biggest possible percent- 
age of profit, and then drop out of 
the booking business. 


Likewise the manufacturers’ of 
feature films, as well as the owner of 
the rights on a particular state, have 
never been marketing more than one 
or two films, and were not definitely 
and finally established in the manu- 
facturing business. Of course there 
have been companies who make re- 
leases from time to time at almost 
regular intervals, but these concerns 
have been making their appeal to 
exchangemen and regular purchasers 


who handle films just a little better 
than the regular releases, which the 
exhibitor can obtain and charge 
prices slightly in excess of those 
charged for regular releases. 

The Famous Players Company is 
not offering one production alone. 
They have invested thousands of dol- 
lars, and are in the business to stay. 
One fact which proves conclusively 
the stability of the organization is 
that contracts have been signed with 
stars, the fulfillment of which re- 
quires a period of two years before 
all those stars signed up have been 
placed in productions and the pro- 
ductions filmed. 


A. ZUKOR RESPONSIBLE FOR 


CONCERN. 

Behind the whole organization 
stands the figure of one of the most 
successful amusement men to. be 
found in the amusement field. Mr. 


A. Zukor, who, by the way, was one 
of the first exhibitors of moving pic- 
tures in America, is at the head of 
the company. 

Mr. Zukor is president of the Fa- 
mous Players Company and organizer 
of it. Over a year and a half ago 
he conceived the idea of creating a 
company which would pose the pop- 
ular stars in the same productions in 
which they had become famous, or 
productions which they had made fa- 
mous. He worked on the idea until 
about a year ago, when he interested 


Daniel Frohman in the project, and 
the Famous Players Company was 
started. 


Mr. Zukor, having been an exhib- 
itor himself, saw the need of a va- 
ried program, and realized that it 
was the high-class production which 
was lacking. To the establishment 
of a concern which could produce 
high-class dramas, he lent his best 
endeavors. Shortly after Mr. Frohman 
entered the scheme. Mr. Edwin S. 
Porter, formerly director of the Edi- 
son and Rex Moving Picture Com- 
panies, also entered and became chief 
technical director. 

Mr. Frohman is general director 
of the company’s productions, and 
has full charge of arranging the scen- 
arios for each play. He has several 
directors who work under his super- 
vision, but he himself outlines each 
production and is responsible for its 
dramatic value. 

Mr. Porter is chief technical direc- 
tor, and at all times confers with 
Mr. Frohman in order to secure the 
proper coloring in the costumes and 
the proper photographic advantages 
so necessary to a successful film pro- 
duction. The arrangement of the 
studio and the general technicalities 
of it are also entirely under Mr. Por- 
ter’s charge. 

The company has recently equipped 
at Nos. 211 to 229 West 26th Street, 


New York City, what is said to be 
the largest and most handsomely 


equipped motion picture studio in the 
United States. It is entirely new, no 
other concern ever having used the 
location for a studio, and is equipped 


throughout with the most modern 
appliances. The floor space is 100 
by 200 feet, all of which is entirely 
unobstructed by posts, pillars or sup- 
ports of any kind. There is room 
enough for twelve sets without the 
least interference between any two. 


Much time and thought were given 
to the establishment of the studio, 
and it was finally decided that the 
only way to obtain perfect results 
was by the use of a perfect studio. 
In accordance with this decision, it 


was soon decided that none of the 
studios in the country which could 
be rented would suffice for the big 
productions the concern had _ in 
mind. Consequently the new 1loca- 
tion was chosen and new equipment 
selected. The entire roof of the 
building was changed into glass, so 
that in good weather it will be pos- 
sible to work without the aid of ar- 
tificial light, sunlight being so far 
superior to the former that the ex- 
pense of the glass roof was over- 
looked. 

The dressing rooms, both those of 
the stars and the supporting com- 
pany, were constructed fully as good 
as those found in large theatres, and 
of course far superior to the average 
motion picture company’s dressing 
room. 

Mr. Zukor states that none of the 
stars he has under contract will find 
the least item to complain of when 
he or she enters the studio of the 
Famous Players Company, and the 
ordinary objection to playing in the 
pictures will be entirely overcome. 

The scope of the productions to be 
offered by the Famous Players Com- 
pany will include, not alone the fa- 
mous stars in the same productions 
they have played in previously, but 
will also include new _ productions 
never before heard of but enacted by 
a stellar cast in every instance. 

Mr. Frohman now has under way 
the arrangement of a scenario which 
is well-known in novel form but 
which has never been dramatized. 
When this is completed the play will 
be produced, some one or other of 
the stars now under contract being 
posed in the leading role. 

Mr. Zukor, as might be expected, 
can see only the brightest future for 
the Famous Players Company. He 
is not without warrant for this view, 
however, as already, he states, he has 
been approached by a New York 
dramatic society, which wishes to ob- 
tain copies of the productions the 
company makes in order to preserve 
the work of the stars now living. 
Mr. Zukor has agreed to furnish the 
society with this copy, and the so- 
ciety has agreed in turn not to show 
it except at private exhibitions and 
never for pay, and, in fact, at no 
time except with the consent of the 
star and also the Famous Players 
Company. 

“Think what an opportunity it will 
be,” says Mr. Zukor, “for people of 
one hundred years hence to see the 


wonderful Berrhardt aetwally in the 
same productions she became fa- 
mous in! Think what it will mean 


to people of the mext generation to 
see other stars of the present day in 
actual life before them, when the 
star has perhaps died -r passed into 
fame! 

“Think what it would mean to peo- 
ple of this ; neration uld they see 
Booth or Barrett in some of their 
famous productions. And then con- 
sider what it will mean to coming 
generations to see Sothern and Mar- 


lowe, or even Georgie Cohan in the) 


plays which pleased father and like- 
wise grandfather. 

“The most appealing part of 
program in my estimation is the fact 


our |} 


motion picture theatres, when for the 
same price, or perhaps one a little 
higher, they can see the big produc- 
tions and big stars in which and 
through which real dramatic art is 
to be found?” 

Mr. Zukor seems to be even more 
enthusiastic about the general de- 
velopment of the moving picture 
than he is about the Famous Players 
Company. He speaks of his plan of 
posing the famous players, not so 
much as a money-getter as an uplift 
to the stand rd of the picture show. 
He seems to be more anxious that the 
Public realize the value of motion 
pictures, and that it be treated to the 
best which can be had, than that it 
should regard his company as one 
which is putting a new impetus into 
the game. 

“As an exhibitor and as one of the 
first exhibitors of moving pictures,” 
says Mr. Zukor, “I can fully realize 
the wants of the more progressive 
exhibitors of America and the desire 
of the public for good pictures. I 
want the best that can be had for our 
productions. My own experience in 
having to close up several shows for 
the want of good pictures allows me 
to symp2thize with them. 

“IT began my career in the amuse- 
ment business as an operator of 
penny arcades. This was nine years 
ago. I soon got into the picture ex- 
hibiting business thru the me- 
dium of Hales Touring Cars, a pro- 
ject whereby the public was enter- 
tained with travel and scenic pic- 
tures while seated in an imitation 
railroad coach, which was made to 
rock and sway like an ordinary rail- 
road coach would when moving rap- 
idly. The front of the theatre was 
also made to resemble the observa- 
tion platform of a moving train. The 
novelty of this device interested the 
public to such an extent that within 
a few months we had established de- 
vices of this kind in nearly every 
open-air amusement park in the 
country, our company alone control- 
ling the rights to use the novelty in 
twenty-five states. 

“I then became a regular exhibitor 
and succeeded in establishing a chain 
of picture theatres. At the formation 
of the Loew Theatrical Enterprises, I 
joined all my houses to that concern, 
and have since been a member and 
director of the company. 

“About a year and a half ago, I 
conceived the idea of forming a com- 
pany to produce bigger and better 
pictures, and offer something to the 
exhibitors of the country which would 


warrent them establishing large and 
finely equipped motion picture 
houses which would show films ex- 


clusively. To this end I thought out 
the plan by which the Famous Play- 
ers Company is now operating. I 
shortly interested Mr. Frohman in 
the idea, and he thought so well of 
it that he entered the company. Mr. 
Porter was then interested, and he 
became a member. 

“TIT have given the larger part of 
my time to the project since its incep- 
tion, but I feel that this and all the 
money I have invested in it were well 
spent. Weare going at each and every

What’s all this talk going the rounds of the 
boulevards about the police interfering with the 
classic art of Miss Isadora Duncan, the Ameri- 
can dancer? 

Some months ago I announced in The Billboard 
that Miss Duncan, the world’s foremost interpre- 
ter of the ancient Grecian dances and creator 
of a new school of terpsichorean endeavor, In- 
tended to build a Temple of Art in the heart of 
Paris and preside over its destinies herself, giv- 
ing to the people of France something of the 
very best in the way of classic dancing, 

Her dream is yet unfulfilled. Her search for 
a site has proved unavailing. She has practically 
closed the deal with half dozen property owners 
and yet, each time, some mysterious something 


has stood in the way at the last moment. What 
was it? What could it have been? Certainly 
it was not because Miss Duncan did not wish to 


pay what the property she was after was worth, 
for the question of price was, as a general thing, 
settled upon quite easily. So it was some- 
thing else other than mere francs and sous. It 
couldn't have been that property owners did not 
care to have the Temple of Art on their ground. 
On the contrary they all, at first blush, seemed 
only too eager that this should be the case. 

Then what’s wrong? 

Last winter Miss Duncan gave a series of per- 


formances at the Chatelet Theatre. Her work 
was loudly and longly praised—save by a ver 
small contingent—the contingent which is al- 


ways on hand in this city to throw cold water 
on all which is not French. This minority tried 
to belittle the art of Miss Duncan. Newspapers, 
of the same ilk as the contingent spoken of— 
quite happily also, in the minority by a great 


deal—echoed their opinion and got interviews 
from native dancers on what they thought of 


Miss Duncan’s work. One of these—and she was 
one of the country’s greatest danceuses, too— 
was quoted as disliking Miss Duncan's dances a 


great deal. In fact she disliked them so much 
that—what do you think?—she said she had 
never seen her dance? In fact she wanted to 


know WHO Miss Duncan was anyway. 

3ut to get on with the story. 

Some of Miss Duncan’s dances seem to have 
displeased one of the prudish politicians—a rare 


bird over here, thank goodness—because her 
draperies were considered quite too secant for 
decency. She didn’t wear clothes enough. Her 


lines were too visibly exposed. The dance was 
not an exhibition to which the young ladies of 
St. Cyr could be taken, etc. So HE said. He 
forgot entirely that art is art; that France is 
the last country ‘r the world where the nude 
in art should be scoffed at. or prated over as an 
indecent thing. If Miss Duncan’s dances, and 
the fact of gauzy draperies about her, constitute 
an indecency, then half the art treasures of the 


great Louvre Museum ought to be banished to 
dark cellars as shamefully shocking for the 
young. 

The ~erson shocked quite the most is said to 


Senator Berenger. I can not vouch 
for the truth of this, but the fact remains that 
he IS shocked quite frequently, and that he 
would be shocked at Miss Duncan's scarcity of 
raiment ig not at all out of the ordinary, in the 
way of expectations. Anyway some high func- 
tionary of the government seems to have been 
frightfully shocked, for, according to Excelsior 
here, one of the most dependable papers in the 
country and one of the most conservative, this 
functionary has set the forces in tnotion to pre- 
vent Miss Duncan from setting up her own play- 
house in Paris, and that, through him, the police 
spoil every deal which the American dancer at- 
temps to make. The article winds up by say- 


ing: 

“The battle is on. The lists are open. Who 
will carry off the laurels? The police or Miss 
Duncan ?"’ 

It is only fair to emphasize what I have al- 
ready said. This opposition to Miss Duncan’s 
plans comes from a minority so smal! that !t is 
unworthy of note, or rather it would be, were it 
not for the lengths to which it seems willing to 
co to win its point. For the vast majority of 
French reonle Miss Duncan’s art is above critic- 
ism; they appreciate both the woman and her in- 
telligence, ber dignity and her calling, her dances 
and... herself. For, after all, it is only 
the few who are narrow; the rest are admir- 
ably fair.

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FAIR MANAGERS’ REPORTS 


A Compendium of Useful Data, Giving the Attendance, Weather 
Conditions, Industrial Conditions and Class of Attractions Pre- 
vailing During the 1912 Fair Season 


Although encountering bad weather, the 
awes County Fair, Chadron, Neb., held Sept. 
10-13, pulled through nicely and more than made 
expenses Only thirty-five miles distant from 
the Pine Ridge Reservation, the Association 
had the pick of the best Indians and made a 
feature of Indian entertainment, consisting of 
war dances, squaw relay races, squaw one-half 
mile pony races, buck one-half mile pony races, 
hitch and go wagon races by squaws, Indian 
foot races, Indian rope spinners, etc., also one 
squadron of the 12th Cavalry and the famous 
12th Cavairy Band, with the pack and wagon 
train, from Ft. Robinson, Neb., who put on all 
kinds of soldier stunts. There were also some 
very good harness and running races. Ralph 
MeMilien made successful flights in a Curtiss 
biplane. George P. Snow acted as secretary. 
The event of the South Lanark Agricultural 
Society was held at Perth, Ont., Can., August 
30, 31 and September 2. There was no attend- 
ance on the first day, due to rain. The second 
day 700 people were on hand despite rain. On 
the third day it rained intermittently, which, 
however, did not prevent a crowd of 7,000 from 
attending. The industrial conditions were very 
good. Darling's Dog and Animal Show, the 
Helena Family, musicians, dancers and vocal- 
ists, horse races, baseball match and running 
races made up the list of attractions. Dar- 
ling’s Dog and Animal Show and the Helena 
Family furnished the free acts. The privilege 
list included Gill's United Midway Shows, Peer- 
son's Animal Show, striking machine, six nov- 
elties, merry-go-round and four booths Chas 
F. Stone was secretary In 1912 the directors of 
the fair purchased twenty-six acres of land, 
fenced it all, fenced the best half-mile track 
in Canada inside and outside and built four new 


buildings. Ten thousand dollars was expended 
and in 1913 the society will have erected a 
handsome main hall, a modern grand stand and 
another horse and cattle shed to cost $5,000 
more This year there was 300 feet of Mid- 
way, and every one of the concessionaires made 
money.
